Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, Vice-President of 
the Executive Council and Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, in 
moving the second reading of the Housing 
(Financial and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Amendment Bill, 1934, in Dail Eireann on 
5th July, recalled that two years earlier he 
had introduced the bill initiating the 
Government’s housing programme, and 
stated that it was the intention of the 
Government that building work would be 
continuous until the total housing demands 
of the State are fully satisfied. 

It is in pursuance of this intention, the 
Minister continued, that the present bill is 
introduced to encourage private persons 
and public utility societies to continue as 
agencies of house supply. In 1952 it was 
not expected that ‘these agencies would be 
as responsive as they have proven them- 
selves, and it was then believed that loca! 
authorities would have to undertake a 
much larger share of the burden of the 
provision of the total need.
